(a) A physician licensed under the Medical Practice Act

of 1987 who wllfully fails to report an instance of

suspected el der abuse or neglect as required under this Act

is subject to disciplinary action under Section 22 of the

Medi cal Practice Act of 1987.

(b) As used in this subsection, "State funding" neans

State noneys paid under Article V of the Illinois Public Ad

Code or under any other | aw.

If a facility licensed under the Nursing Hone Care Act

and providing care to eligible adults has know edge of el der

abuse or neglect and fails to report that abuse or neqgl ect as

requi red under this Act, then that facility is subject to a

reduction of State funding as provided in this subsection.

The Departnent nust provide the facility with witten notice

of the alleged failure to nake a report and nust afford the

facility an opportunity for a hearing at which the facility

may present evidence in its defense. After the notice and

opportunity for a hearing, if the Departnent finds that the

facility had knowl edge of abuse or neglect and failed to nake

the required report, the Departnent may order that the

facility's State funding be reduced by not less than 10% and

not nore than 100% according to rules adopted by the

Departnent. |If the Departnent finds that the facility

willfully failed to nmake a required report and that the

failure resulted in the death of an eligible adult, then the

Departnent shall order that all of the facility's State

fundi ng be suspended for a period not to exceed 24 nonths,

according to rules adopted by the Departnent. If the

Departnent orders a reduction or suspension of a facility's
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State funding under this Section, the Departnent nust deliver

a copy of the order to each other agency providing State

funding to the facility, and those other agencies nust conply

with the order.

(c) Any person who knowingly and willfully fails to nake

a report of suspected elder abuse or neglect as required

under this Act is quilty of a Cass A nm sdeneanor.
